Applicants submit the enclosed Substitute Brief for 
Appellant in response to the Notice of Non-Compliance with 37 CFR 
§ 1.192(c) mailed November 5, 2002. 

Applicants' brief, as originally filed, contained a 
statement regarding the claims pending and cancelled and 
identified the claims appealed as set forth in 37 CFR § 
1.192(c) (3). Applicants have amended the status of the claims to 
recite that no claims are allowed, claims 1-15 and 21-26 are 
pending and rejected and that claims 11-15 would be allowable if 
rewritten to overcome the rejection under 35 U.S.C. § 112. In 
particular, Applicants identify that claims 1-15 and 21-26 are 
pending and rejected, claims 16-20 are cancelled and claims 1-15 
and 21-26 are appealed in compliance with 37 CFR § .1.192(c) (3). 

The Notice of Non-Compliance states that the brief 
"does not contain a concise statement of issues, i.e. as to 
whether all claims are [sic] stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112 
and which claims are [sic] stand rejected under prior art, 35 
U.S.C. § 102, or which claims are [sic] stand rejected under 35 
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U.S.C. § 103". The Substitute Brief includes amended issues 
presented for review with corresponding argument presented under 
separate headings reciting the statute sections under which the 
claims are rejected. 

A statement that the claims of each claim group do not 
stand or fall together has been added for compliance with 37 CFR §
